This Office action is in response to the amendment received 06/1 3/05, 
4, 6 and 7 are pending. Claims 5 and 8 have been canceled. 

2. The declaration received 06/13/05 is defective. A new oath or declaration in 

compliance with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and

5. Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by WO 02/68779. 

Applicant has failed to perfect priority benefits under 35 USC 120 to this 
document, which has the same disclosure as the instant application. 

6. Applicant has failed to overcome the objection to declaration and to perfect his 
priority benefits. As a result the WO 02/68779 qualifies as a reference under 35 USC 
102(b). A petition is required to accept an unintentionally delayed benefit claim under 
35 U.S.C. 120 to PCT/CN02/001 14. Also, the first sentence of the specification must be 
amended to reference the instant application as a continuation of PCT/CN02/001 14.
